Only one of the at least 
two vias is formed substantially beneath the pad, wherein at least one of the at least two 
vias is coupled to the pad by a conductive segment having a first end having a first 
width and a second end having a second width, the first end being connected to the at 
least one of the at least two vias and the second end being connected to the pad, and 
the first width being less than the second width in claim 2. 

A substrate with a pad, wherein at least three vias is coupled to the pad. Only 
one of the at least three vias is formed substantially beneath the pad, wherein at least 
one of the at least three vias is coupled to the pad by a tapered conductive segment in 
claim 23. 
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A substrate with a pad, wherein at least four vias is coupled to the pad. Only one 
of the at least four vias is formed substantially beneath the pad, wherein at least three of 
the at least four vias is coupled to the pad by a tapered conductive segment in claim 29. 

A substrate with a pad, wherein at least five vias is coupled to the pad. Only one 
of the at least five vias is formed substantially beneath the pad, wherein at least one of 
the at least five vias is coupled to the pad by a conductive segment having a first end 
having a first width and a second end having a second width, the first end being 
connected to the at least one of the at least five vias and the second end being 
connected to the pad, and the first width being less than the second width in claim 35.
